lay Matthews, the perennial Brown, has 
more than a few memories to ponder as 
he enters his 16th season in the NFL. 


Who could have known back when 

Clay registered his first tackle against 

the Atlanta Falcons at Fulton County 

Stadium on September 17, 1978 — his rookie year — 

that Clay would eventually break Lou Groza’s record 

for most games in a Browns’ uniform with 216? 

“The Clayman” also holds the record for most con- 

secutive seasons in a Browns’ uniform, surpassing 
Doug Dieken’s 14. 


The five-time Pro Bowler entered the 93 season 
with 1,347 tackles in his career and broke DT-Jerry 
Sherk’s sack record last season when Clay tallied nine 
sacks, giving him a career total of 71 (entering this 
year). 

One of the Clayman’s fondest memories — at least 
he takes great pleasure in telling the story — could be 
the first time he faced his brother Bruce, a guard for 
the Houston Oilers, in his brother’s rookie season. As 
Clay tells it, Bruce made a kamikaze dive at him, but 
missed him entirely. “When he got up off the ground, 
he had grass and dirt stuck to his face mask,” 
Matthews said with delight. Touché, little brother: 


Bruce, of course, has gone on to become a main- 
stay at guard and center for the Oilers’ offensive line 
and has made five straight trips to the Pro Bowl as a 
starter, which should fend off any brotherly criticism. 


One memory Clay might like to forget — but took in 
his usual stride — is the infamous lateral that occurred 
in the December ’89 contest against the Oilers at the 
Astrodome. After an errant snap sailed past QB-Warren 
Moon (who was audibilizing from the shotgun), Clay 
recovered the loose ball and attempted a lateral, which 
Houston then recovered. Although Moon hit on a 27- 
yard TD strike on the next play, the Browns came back 
on a nine-play, 58-yard drive that resulted in Kevin 
Mack’s game-winning TD, a 24-20 victory for the 
Browns, and the AFC Central Division championship. 

While Clay will surely cherish his close friendship 
with Browns’ linebacker Mike Johnson, his newest 
memories are those he is making with his children as 
coach to his son’s and daughter’s little league baseball 
teams.
